A LARGE CROWD AWAIT HIM AT THE 
UNION DEFOT. 



He Ooe* to Hi* Hotel Pam* l *aled Where 
a Beeepfttea la HoM aad Ml AddtM* of 
Waleome Bead to Him— Btr. O'Brien 
Greatly Moved Over tlie Addraea. 

ToROXTO, May 58.— Editor O'Brien ar- 
arrlved here (Tom Mootraal at 10 thia mom- 
inff, aad wa* drlrea to tb* Hoarfa hdmt un- 
moleated. There wai a large crowd about 

the Union depot. Mr. O'Brien wa* accompa- 
nied by Pcnnis Kilbride, the evicted t-ennnt, 
and they were received by the executive 
committee of the looal branch of tho leat^ue. 
A* the visitor* eteppod from tbe train to the 
station they were gn attd with lusty cheers, 
miMjUH with groana from tbe Orangemen. 
At noon aa intoraial reoeption was held and 
addro«iie8 read. 

At the Kossin house a large crowd had hs- 
iembled ou the street and the corridors were 
crowded. When O'Brien umdo his appear- 
ance cheers were calltvl for Ijinsdowm^ and 
given heartily. Cheeni were then culled for 
O'Brien and were gi ven as lieariily a.s the 
others. When O'Hrien entered tiie h(^>l the 
crowd in tho corridor again called for cheers 
for Tiansdowuo followed by cheei-s for 
O'Brien and groans, O'Brien took uj) a po 
aitiou on tbe lK)ttom step* of tho stairway 
and his friends wer* intro<lu(;ed to him, 
among them being many lailiea Secretary 
CSabill, of the local branch of the Luiut 
league, then stepptxl forward and read the 
following addresH:

KINQ KALAKUA'S SCHEME. 



A Itamor That Samoa and Tonga are to 
Be Annexed tu His KIOKduin. 

San Francisco, May 18. —Rome stir has 
been caused in certain quarters hcie by the 
news from the South Pacific that King Kal- 
akua is about to annex Samoa and Tonga. 
Claus Spreckels, who is striving to establish 
Urge sugar plantations in Samoa to make up 
for the trade he has lost in Uawaii, is be- 
lieved to be the author of the story of Kala- 
kua's vaulting ambition. Some time ago 
King Maleatoa, of Samoa, who has been ter- 
rorized by bis subjects and various foreign 
consuls, applied to the king of the Sandwich 
Islands to annex his imhappy kingdom to the 
Hawaiian group, and let the Samoaiis be- 
come the vaMsals of mighty Kalakua, the 
most powerful R<ivereign of tho race. 

Recently Kalakua sent a commission to 
the Sandwich Islands, not to efToct annexa- 
tion, it is said, but cultivate friendly rela- 
tions and frame a treaty of commerce. The 
royal yacht wdll soon sail with the king and 
his favorite ad visan for AlBtTllla bj way of 
Tonga and Idamoa. '

It ia drawn off bite eastaot 
a commercial capacity end is riady for ship- 
ment.
